Surely  we  must  be  seeing  things;  it  couldn't  possibly  be  Carvel  Hidlay  still  in 
Vassar,  thumbing  tentatively  through  "Harrison's  Revised  Dictionary"  which 
contains  some  words  that  Great-great-Uncle  Noah  had  forgotten.  In  the  corner  of 
that  dismal  library,  we  saw  Dotty  Petrecca  standing  menacingly  over  her  with  a 
whip.
